at the annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America held in Philadelphia, Pa., June 4,1919 


To the Officers and Members of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America: 


Meeting of our Association, and will 

go down in history, I think, as has 
each one of its predecessors—the greatest 
ever held. 

It seems appropriate that we should 
meet here in Philadelphia at this time; 
here where a new civilization was created, 
where it has been demonstrated that 
government by and for the people shall 
not perish from the earth; and at this 
time when the adjustment of the world’s 
affairs is going on with America the great- 
est factor, it seems fitting that we should 
meet in Philadelphia where the first Con- 
gress that was ever anywhere dedicated 
to liberty and justice met, and where was 
exercised our Nation’s authority pending 
the establishment of the Capitol at Wash- 
ington. 

Here in Philadelphia there are many 
landmarks of National interest that re- 
late to Colonial and Revolutionary times. 
Congress Hall, where the first House of 
Representatives and first Senate of the 
United States held their sessions, and which was the 
scene of the second inauguration of Washington in 1793, 
is of supreme historical interest. It is now an art gallery 
commemorating many events in American history. 

Nearby is Independence Hall where decisive action was 
taken to make free the American Colonies and create the 
tation. The Continental Congress held its sessions in this 
building from May 1775 to the close of the Revolution, 
though interrupted by British occupation in 1777-1778. Here 
m July 4, 1776, the Declaration of Independence was 
signed, and later, in 1778, the Articles of Confederation and 
Perpetual Union were here executed and adopted by dele- 
gations from a majority of states. Here the Constitution 
was signed September 17, 1787. 

_ Here the famous Liberty Bell still hangs upon its ori- 
ginal beam, as when on July 8, 1776, it proclaimed liberty 
throughout the land. A bronze tablet in front of Independ- 
sce Hall indicates that on February 22, 1861, Abraham 
Lincoln, then president-elect, stood here and raised a flag. 

Carpenters Hall, erected in 1724, was the scene of the 
‘ssembling of the first Continental Congress. 

Franklin Institute is another point of interest. It is 
‘Wonderful historic museum of practical mechanics, and

very important and_ useful library. 

Pennsylvania, as a state, has long oc- 
cupied a very important place in Hol- 
stein history. Today 900 Pennsylvanians 
are life members of this Association. 
There are but three other states whose 
membership exceeds that of this state, 
and public interest in our breed is here 
progressing by leaps and bounds. 

Holstein history began in Pennsyl- 
vania by the importation from Massa- 
chusetts of a purebred bull by the Doyles- 
town Agricultural & Mechanics Institute 
in Bucks County. This bull was born 
March 12, 1868, and was named Earl of 
Middlesex, after the county in which he 
was bred by Winthrop W. Chenery, the 
first importer from Holland of cattle of 
this breed of which a herd book record 
was kept, and who was first President of 
the original organization which was 
known as The Association of Breeders 
of Thoroughbred Holstein Cattle, orga- 
nized in 1870 at Boston, Mass. The herd 
of this institution is entitled to great 
credit for its pioneer work, evidence of 
which appears in the first volume of the 
Holstein Herd-Book. 

“Mr. D. E. Brower, a member of the Doylestown Agri- 
cultural and Mechanics’ Institute of Doylestown, Pa., writes 
in relation to the Holstein bull ‘Earl of Middlesex,’ pur- 
chased by the Society for the improvement of stock, thus: 
‘Two years have now past since the Earl was brought 
into our country. For the year ending February 9, 1871, 
forty-seven cows were brought to the bull, and about forty 
of these dropped calves. For the year ending February 
9, 1872, seventy-six cows were served, and from what is 
now known more than sixty are with calf. So that the 
Society will nearly pay for the first cost and expenses 
of keeping the bull in two years’ time. 

“From all the indication we have, the stock appears 
to be just what is needed for our dairymen in Eastern 
Pennsylvania. 

“*The Earl of Middlesex is a very fine specimen of 
his class, and should we meet with the same encourage- 
ment to the end, which has this far been realized, the 
Doylestown Society will have at least done one great thing 
for Bucks County. 

“Tt occurs to me that we have no breed of imported 
cattle that can compare with the Holstein for constitutional 
vigor, and consequently for profit. If our people are not 
mistaken, this stock will make more meat and milk out of 
a certain quantity of food than any other. 
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“Capt. Wm. Steckel of Doylestown says: ‘The Hol- 
steins created quite an excitement at our fair; people gen- 
erally are agreeably disappointed when they see them. They 
expect to see large, rough cattle; but instead of that they 
find them large, smooth and handsome. The bull is fine and 
doing well, grows like a weed in rich soil; he has gained 
five hundred pounds in seven months, fed on hay, green 
corn, and grass; he is a splendid animal in all respects, 
very neat, and the touch very fine; skin yellow and soft; 
in fact his coat cannot be equalled, and he is getting very 
broad and square. He is withal, exceedingly gentle and 
easy to manage. I have seen several of his calves and 
they are all beauties; of good size, square-hipped,, with 
broad shoulders, good coats, bright eyes, and stand square 
on their legs. One bull calf weighed one hundred and 
sixty pounds when a few days old. The half-bloods come 
very fine and several half-blood bull calves have been sold 
at $50 each; there has been but one half blood heifer sold 
in the country and I sold her for $100 when four months 
old. The farmers will not sell the heifers got by the 
Holstein bull. 

“‘My purebred Holstein heifer, Texelaar 9th, calved 
April 11th a heifer calf, in color like the dam; it is very 
fine in skin and hair, and shows good breeding in all 
points. I measured the heifer’s udder the day before she 
calved. It measured 54 inches round, and from flank to 
flank, between the teats, 27 inches. As soon as the milk 
was good we saved what the calf could not take, and when 
creamed and churned made 5% pounds of splendid butter 
in seven days, on hay alone.’ Subsequently he writes ‘Texe- 
laar 9th is large, weighing about 1400 pounds, and has 
milked beyond my expectations. She gave last May, after 
calving 52144 pounds of milk a day, which was about 26 
quarts, and one week’s milk churned 12% pounds of 
superior butter; nine months after calving she gave 12 
quarts of milk per day, and this with her first calf. She 
milks well yet, and I think will continue to do so all win- 
ter. She comes in again in May.’” 

Other Pennsylvanians to follow the establishment of the 
first herd were M. Gibney and William Steckel of Doyles- 
town, D. D. Tracy of Erie, Edgar Huidekoper of Mead- 
ville, and Wm. M. Singerly of Philadelphia. Then came 
the Lackawanna Breeders Association at Waverly, and 
Powell Brothers at Springboro. Several of these breeders 
later became famous and are widely known today. Edgar 
Huidekoper imported directly from Holland and built 
up an extraordinary herd, the blood lines of which are 
today found in the pedigrees of many great yielding cows. 
One of his most notable sires was Billy Boelyn, a bull of 
outstanding quality imported from West Friesland by 
Hon. Gerritt S. Miller of Peterboro, N. Y..This bull was 
never beaten in the show ring competitions of Pennsyl- 
vania, ‘New York and adjoining states. Mr. Huidekoper won 
great fame and prominence through the importation from 
North Holland in 1882 of the bull, De Brave Hendrik, reg- 
istered in the Netherland Herd Book. This bull won in Hol- 
land the Committee prize at Alkmar; the Committee prize 
at the Holland Agricultural Society at Gouda 1882, and 
Alkmar in 1883; and first prize at the International Agri- 
cultural Exhibition at Amsterdam in 1884. The Committee 
of Agriculture selected in March 1883 fifty bulls in Holland, 
and from those fifty selected and designated De Brave 
Hendrik as the first and best bull to stand in North Hol- 
land. The United States Department of Agriculture in its 
publication “Breeds of Dairy Cattle,” prepared by the 
late Prof. Henry E. Alvord, published a cut and description 
of De Brave Hendrik as a typical bull of the breed. The 
Breeder’s Gazette of June 1891 said: “Two of the greatest 
prize winning bulls known in the history of the breed, 
Billy Boelyn and De Brave Hendrik, found a worthy home 
for years in the Meadville herd, and iater that unique com- 
bination of the greatest milking strain the world has ever 
known—-Pietertje—has lent strength to the herd in the 
form of the bull, Pietertje Netherland.” 

Mr. Huidekoper was a leader in the work of this Asso- 
ciation from 1886 to 1893, serving as a director for four 
years, vice-president in 1888-1889, and was unanimously 
elected its president in 1889. 

Pennsylvania has furnished three presidents of the 
Association who also served many years as directors. These 
include Wm. M. Singerly of Philadelphia, also known as 
the founder of the first penny paper in America, the Phila- 
delphia Record, who was president in 1887-1888; Edgar 
Huidekoper 1889-1890, and Watkin G. Powell 1897-1898. 

All of these gentlemen attained distinction and fame 
as breeders, developing wonderful animals. Mr. Singerly 
conducted extensive feeding experiments with Holstein 
steers and also owned the largest pair ever known of 
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working oxen of this breed. He also

Thus in part is outlined the dignity and honor brought 
to this Association by Pennsylvania in the past, and her 
proud position in the Holstein world today is a matter for 
highest congratulation. 

Membership. 

In the membership of an organization lies the poten- 
tiality for success or failure. Harmony and concerted 
action will accomplish great things; team work is what 
counts. As individuals acting independently we can ac- 
complish but little, while working together, co-operating to 
accomplish certain results, there is no limit to the attain- 
ment of an association such as ours. If every member of 
the Association should constitute himself a committee to 
set forth the merits of the Holstein cow, and the value 
of her milk as food for the infant, the growing child, the 
convalescent, the aged person and the active adult, the 
result would be apparent, not only in the consumption of 
milk, but in the increased value of the animals. 

The Association has indeed profited by the energetic 
and devoted work of so many of its members who have con- 
tributed to its marvelous growth. Especially is this true 
during the past year, during which we have added over 
3000 to our roll of life members. At the various Director’s 
meetings during the year, there have been considered 
and acted upon favorably, after thorough investigation of 
their integrity, members from nearly every state, until 
our grand total has reached nearly 15000. A large num- 
ber have been acted upon and admitted since the close 
of the fiscal year. 

The practice of admitting members at each Director's 
meeting and granting membership privileges at once with- 
out compelling them to wait until the Annual Meeting has 
met with much approbation, and has proven a great con- 
venience to those concerned. 

Finance. 

The finances of the Association are in excellent con- 
dition, although an analysis will show that the cause is 
largely because of the great number of admissions to 
membership. We have received through admissions of 
new members $79,950 in membership fees while our net 
surplus for the year is $116,800.09 showing conclusively 
that under normal conditions of admissions we would not 
have made any increase in reserve, if we had held our 
own. This demonstrates the necessity of keeping abreast 
of the times, and realizing that the rules that govern and 
control generally, apply to the government and control 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association.

The condition of the finances of any institution in the 
minds of men generally reflects its success, and while I 
realize that we might utilize and use up our entire annual 
resources from membership and otherwise, as they were 
received without bankruptcy, it would be very much more 
to our credit as a business institution, in our days of 
prosperity, to provide for lean years that occur in all busi- 
nesses, and to eventually be in a position to live in our own 
house and avoid paying rent. In a few years now our lease 
will have expired and there is no question, I apprehend, but 
what the general membership will then favor the Associa- 
tion owning its own home. 

Reserve Fund. 

Good business judgment dictates the maintaining of a 
Reserve Fynd adequate for proper protection in emergency 
or long period of depression. To maintain a sufficient force 
for Administration, aside from publicity and extension 
work, that is, to be ready and able to continue at all times 
merely the work of issuing certificates of registry and 
transfer as well as the publication of the Herd and Blue 
Books, we must provide an income of about $200,000 per 
year. This is called administration expense. The Reserve 
Fund is a safeguard against interruption of our work of 
both classes, in times of depression or whatever may 
come. This fund which began in 1902 with $20,000 has 
grown by interest and accessions to nearly $232,000. 

It may be expended only by unanimous vote of the 
Board of Directors. It is well invested in Liberty and 
other bonds, and is on deposit in approved banks. It is 
kept separate and distinct from all other funds of the 
Association. 

Its relative proportion to our annual budget should be 
kept in mind at all times, and preserved or kept up to the 
proper proportion for each year as business grows and 
our desires expand.

Extension Service. 

The Association during the past year has established 
under Professor W. M. Rider, an Extension Service that to 
my mind is going to work greatly to the advantage of the 
Association and be of great service to the breeders. His 
work already has demonstrated to me that great results 
can be accomplished by personal effort and direct contact 
with the breeders, by meeting with them at their club, dis- 
trict or state meetings, showing them the way to improve 
conditions and interesting dairymen who are using grades 
or scrubs to adopt the more improved Holstein-Friesian milk- 
ing machine. In order to extend this work, even to a rea- 
sonable extent, will require an outlay of a considerable 
sum of money, and I believe will be the means of interest- 
Ing a large number of new breeders; this will increase very 
materially the demand for Holstein-Friesian animals and 
thereby increase the value of them generally. 

It has been suggested, and I think with wisdom, that 
We provide for this outlay by an increase in the transfer 
fee charged by the Association. The transfer represents 
the sale, and if the Extension Service and other work of the 
Association creates a market for these animals and helps 
to fix their price, there is no one on earth who can afford 
'o make a small contribution in the way of a 25c increase 
in transfer fee so well as the man who made the sale; I 
believe that the work of this Association this year has 
added to the price received by people who have paid for 
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transfers, a great many hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
and I would expect that the result could only be measured 
by millions of dollars. 

The suggestion has been made that the state associa- 
tions should pay a portion of this cost of the Extension 
Service. I do not agree with the proposition at all. There 
are no provisions made for raising funds by state associa- 
tions. They simply charge a fee of a dollar, dollar and a 
half or two dollars, which they use to give publicity to the 
breed, to pay the expenses of meetings, and other evidences 
of life and interest that are absolutely necessary to the 
welfare of their clubs. As a general proposition, however, 
if the state membership fee was made large enough to any 
considerable extent, to pay the expenses of extension 
work in a state, it would be impossible to get the members 
to join, and as a result, your state organization would be 
a failure. 

If I am right, and the extension work adds to the value 
of animals sold, and the transfer represents a sale, then 
there is no reason why the breeders who make the sales 
should not pay in proportion to the sales they have made 
and not per capita as would be the case with the member- 
ship in a state association. I believe we should make 
more effort with our club meetings, and with our state and 
county associations, to get more men interested, but I 
would not hope to do that by increasing their dues or 
expense for Extension work. 

Of the state clubs there are now 33 organized, and of 
the local clubs there are over three hundred, with new 
ones being organized every day. All of these clubs are 
in touch with the Extension Service and in co-operation 
and progressing forwards more complete and useful co- 
ordination of effort. Clubs in fifteen states have been 
personally visited and an especially cordial relationship 
established which will tend to still better work for the 
breed. 

No Holstein club which has neglected to affiliate itself 
with the National Association, through the provisions made 
for delegate membership, is doing its full duty to itself or 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of America. All clubs 
should become delegate members. 

A co-operative campaign to promote greater use of 
Holstein milk is a feature of Prof. Rider’s work, and by 
means of billboard displays, posters, and other accessories, 
has brought about an attractive educational display in 
towns and cities of 40 different states. 

As a help in the club work there has been prepared and 
issued a pamphlet entitled “Holstein-Friesian Cattle Breed- 
ers’ Guide for Educational Exhibits.” It shows the food 
value of milk and milk products, and the method of ar- 
ranging a booth for the better demonstration to the public 
of the cost of producing milk, and its usefulness to human- 
ity. 

To.further aid in furnishing information to the several 
thousand inquiries from the Southern states relating to 
Holsteins, a pamphlet entitled “Holstein-Friesians for the 
South” has been prepared and widely circulated. It dem- 
onstrates the value of dairy breeds over scrubs, shows the 
increase in yield due to use of a purebred Holstein sire, 
and particularly details the experience of the Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute with its herd of Holsteins. 

The eight years’ experiment with Holstein sires bred 
to scrub cows and their progeny at Iowa Agricultural Col- 
lege has been published under the title “What a Purebred 
Holstein Sire will do when bred to Scrubs.” This is invalu- 
able as Holstein propaganda and proves a great aid in 
selling bulls to dairymen. Every member should aid in its 
distribution and make a market for the forty thousand 
purebred bull calves annually used for veal. 

The pamphlet “Dairy Breed Comparisons” has been 
printed in Spanish, and in co-operation with Federal de- 
partments and through individual effort has been widely 
distributed among cattle men in Mexico, Central America, 
Brazil, Argentina and South American countries. It has 
developed a wide interest and inquiry for our cattle. 

Further co-operation and relationship has been estab- 
lished and progress made in the organizing of calf clubs, 
bull clubs and in community breeding in many sections of 
the country. 

Our newspaper advertising which is confined to the 
agricultural and dairy papers in all states; has shown a 
large increase to the extent of about fifty per cent increase 
over last year, in the number of inquiries for information 
about the breed. These inquiries are not limited to any lo- 
cality, but it may be stated that the Southern states have 
been very active in their demand for information.

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President Aitken’s Annual Address 


RESIDENT AITKEN’S annual address, appearing in 
P full in this issue, is a masterful summing up of the 

progress of events in one of the greatest years in the 
history of our Association. It also outlines a number of 
projects for the future that deserve the most careful 
consideration. Among these we believe the place of first 
importance should go to the recommendations respecting 
extension work. Mr. Aitken believes, and we are inclined 
to agree with him, that the big opportunity for the future 
lies along the line of an enlarged extension service. One 
of the outstanding developments of successful business to- 
day is the increasing importance of the personal touch. 
Representatives of various business lines go out into the 
new territory to be developed and get acquainted with the 
people they expect to do business with. They get first-hand 
information about the requirements of these people and 
give first-hand information about their own offerings. The 
result is a mutual understanding impossible to attain 
in any other way. Much of the trouble and misunderstand- 
ing in this world come from the fact that folks are not 
well enough acquainted with each other. Intelligently di- 
rected extension brings about such an acquaintanceship, 
and as its name implies, extends the market for the goods 
in question—“sells the idea,’ as it were, whether the 
goods be shoes or shirts or Better Agriculture or the 
Holstein Cow. It would not be expected of course that the 
Holstein-Friesian Association should attempt to build up 
an extension organization as elaborate or complete as that 
of the County Agricultural Agents. The work of the County 
Agents however furnishes a familiar and convincing ex- 
ample of the results of personal extension effort. 

Extension Will Increase Demand. 

It has been stated that our breed can increase only as 
fast as nature will allow, which is of course self-evident. 
But as an argument against increased extension it will not 
hold water, for the law of supply and demand works in- 
exorably, and the stronger the demand for Holsteins, the 
greater the rewards for the man who is breeding them, 
which in turn will mean a still greater demand. 

When these lines are read the proposition to provide 
for increased extension through an increase in the transfer 
fees will have been decided at Philadelphia, although as 
they are written the meeting is still over a week in the 
future. From present indications, as forecasted by the action 
of the New York State Breeders, and various individuals 
we have talked with, this proposition to increase the trans- 


fer fees will be defeated. If such is the case, we believe | 


the reason will not be hard to find. That reason, as it 
has been given to us, consists in the general belief that 
the Association is already taking in all the money it needs 
for operating expenses. If a definite plan for extension 
work could have been outlined by those who have the 
authority to put it into effect, and a provision attached 
to the resolution specifying how the additional revenue 
was to be used, much of the objection, we believe, would 
have disappeared.

The Color Proposition 


STUDY of the pictures of the World’s ¢ i 
A iueers ought to be enough to convince sy a co 

opinionated that there is nothing to this so-called “col 
or-fad.” We will find that varying degrees of black and white 
distribution are represented, with a substantial majority 
running more dark than light. Particular attention hay 
been directed to this subject by the fact that the new 51h 
champion cow is about as black as the law allows while 
the newest 30,000-lb. producer, the World’s Champion 10- 
year-old, Jemima Johanna of Riverside, is similarly ¢ol- 
ored. Pietertje Maid Ormsby, who stands near the top- 
most. pinnacle of greatness among the foundation matrons 
of the breed, is decidedly dark, as are many of her de. 
scendants, among which are numbered no lesser luminaries 
than her son, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and many 
of his best sons and daughters; her grandson, Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad, and many of his great offspring. Other 
noted animals that are more black than white are Rag 
Apple Korndyke 8th, Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th, Pon- 
tiac Korndyke, King Segis, King of the Pontiacs, etc. In 
view of these facts it is hard to understand why there has 
been any discrimination against a predominance of dark 
markings. We are strongly inclined to believe that this 
discrimination is constantly becoming less marked; that 
right now it is chiefly a psychological problem. We make 
this latter statement because of the fact that practically 
every breeder who discriminates against the dark animals 
tells you that he has no personal prejudice in the matter, 
but that his trade demands it. When you actually talk with 
that same trade, they tell you that they have no particular 
preference in the matter, but that the “other fellow” will 
pay more money for the light colored animals. Thus, in the 
last analysis, it gets down to a question, not of what any 
considerable body of breeders believes, but rather what 
they think the other fellow believes. This seems like a 
flimsy foundation for a custom that in certain sections of 
the country, particularly the newer regions, is almost in- 
variable. We all of us know that there is no particular 
connection between the color of the hair and the dairy 
quality of the cow. If any such connection were proven, it 
would have to show in favor of the dark producers. Few 
of us would admit that we could not appreciate the beauty 
of such cows as Rolo Mercena De Kol, Jenny Wren Pie- 
tertje, O. K. L. Albina, and others whose pictures ap 
peared in the World last week, just because they were dark 
in color. Therefore, in view of all the facts, why let 4 
senseless fad—a craze founded on nothing and carried 
along on a misconception—have any bearing on your 
breeding operations.

The meeting was called to hear discussions upon the pro- 
posed amendments to come before the meeting at Phila- 
delphia and the chief discussions were upon the proposal 
to take a census and upon the projected raising of transfer 
fees. President D. D. Aitken, in a general talk at the 
beginning of the meeting outlined the chief considerations 
favorable to these two amendments. 

Mr. Aitken sees much to favor in the proposed census 
and believes that the meeting at Philadelphia will have 
power to so amend Mr. Brockway’s proposition, that it may 
be made effective. The general sentiment seems to be 
favorable to the census and to putting through a proposi- 
tion at Philadelphia this week that will make a real census 
compulsory. Mr. Aitken in his talk and in questioning 
during the discussion which followed brought out many 
points in favor of the proposed increase in transfer fees. 
He showed by statistics that transfers are costing more 
than the Association is getting for them and that the 
registration fees are bearing a part of the cost of issuing 
transfers. Had the Association not taken in an exceedingly 
large amount of membership fees during the past year it 
would have used practically all of the membership fees in 
running the business of the Association. He expressed a 
willingness to have the money received from increased 
transfer fees reserved for extension work which is really 
the object for which the additional fund is sought. Mr. 
Aitken is opposed to attaching a fee to advanced registry 
certificates because he believes that A. R. O. work is really 
the most important extension work that the Association 
does and that it should not be taxed. Some opposition to 
the proposed increase was voiced by E. W. Harrington who 
appealed to the meeting to protect the interest of the 
“little breeder on the hill” a phrase which he originated at 
the Milwaukee meeting last year. He admitted a sympathy 
with all extension work conducted along safe and sane 
lines but until the figures actually showing that transfers 
were being made at a loss were placed in evidence Mr. 
Harrington refuses to accede to the plan. 

Among the others who offered some ideas upon the sub- 
ject were President H. V. Noyes and C..F. Bigler. Mr. 
Noyes’ opposition arises from the fact that the Association 
now has funds in sufficient abundance for its work and 
until some plan of action along extension lines is presented 
he does not favor the increase. 

The club is on record as opposed to the increase but 
the delegates went to Philadelphia prepared to give consid- 
eration to contingencies that might arise affecting the 
status of any of the amendments. 

Hugh G. Van Pelt of Waterloo, Iowa, editor of Kimball’s 
Dairy Farmer gave the club a very interesting talk upon

GEORGE M. CARPENTER 


George M. Carpenter, President of 
the Farmers Dairy Company of Wilkes 
Barre, Pennsylvania, one of the pio- 
neer Holstein breeders of the State of 
Pennsylvania, died at Wilkes Barre, 
Pennsylvania, Friday, May 16, 1919. 
George M. Carpenter was born in the 
Township of Scott, County of Lacka- 
wanna, and State of Pennsylvania, 
March 6, 1862. Was therefore, 57 
years of age at the time of his death. 
He was educated in the public schools 
of Lackawanna County, and spent two 
years at Cornell University, as a stud- 
ent in the course in agriculture with 
the class of 1884. He was a son of 
Edwin G. Carpenter, recently deceased, 
and with his father and his uncle, John 
W. Miller and Prof. John L. Stone, now 
at Cornell University, formed the 
Lackawanna Breeders Association in 
the early eighties. 

This Association continued to do 
business for a number of years, being 
first affiliated with the Dutch Friesian 
Association until its amalgamation 
with the present Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation in 1885. 

George M. Carpenter became a life 
member of the Holstein Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America in 1885, at the time 
of the amalgamation of the Dutch Frie- 
sian Association and the Holstein 
Friesian Association. 

This Lackawanna Breeders Associ- 
ation sent Prof. John L. Stone to Hol- 
land, where he selected a number of 
cattle that were imported to the Unit- 
ed States. Among them was the cow, 
Boukje No. 116, (Vol. 1 of the Dutch 
Friesian Herd Book 1881). Mr. Car- 
penter fresh from Cornell fed and 
milked this cow for a year, producing 
something over 22,000 lbs. of milk 
from, her. This was before the days 
of official testing. If I recollect cor- 
rectly, she was the second cow in the 
United States to have given so large 
a quantity of milk as 22,000 Ib. 

Mr. Carpenter in the middle eighties 
engaged in the dairy business, first at 
Scranton, Pennsylvania, and later or- 
ganized the Farmers Dairy Company, 
now located at 41 S. Main Street, 
Wilkes Barre, Pennsylvania. During 
most of his years at Wilkes Barre, he 
maintained a herd of pure bred Hol- 
setins and Guernseys on the Shoe- 
maker Farm at Wilkes Barre, and for 
many years exhibited a show herd at 
the leading fairs every fall, winning 
many prizes, and exhibiting at the 
National Dairy Show at Chicago, 1913, 
where one of his animals won a cham- 
pionship. 

Mr. Carpenter ceased to operate the 
Shoemaker Farm this last spring and 
transferred his herd to the farm, form- 
erly owned by his father in Waverly, 
possession of which he had acquired. 
He contemplated improving the farm 
by the addition of a new barn and an- 
ticipated spending the remaining 
years of his life, there in the home of 
his youth, breeding and developing 
pure bred Holsteins. He leaves a 
widow and three children; a daughter 
21 years, two sons, one 18 and one 14. 
He enjoyed the friendship and esteem 
of his social and business associates 
because of his sterling integrity and 
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support.

publicity which he designated as insurance of the most im- 
portant kind from the breeder’s standpoint. He believes 
that livestock industry is suffering today from a lack of 
proper publicity. Success according to Van Pelt is based 
upon publicity and its lack comes from no conception of 
the value of publicity. He cited instances in commercial 
life to prove this true, mentioning in particular the story 
of Peruna, a well advertised patent medicine, and Dutch 
Cleanser which the Cudahys bought from an impecunious 
inventor in Omaha and without adding anything but scien- 
tifically applied publicity made the most famous and largest 
selling cleanser on the market. Mr. Van Pelt would amend 
the famous Emersonian dictum about the man who, if he 
built a better mousetrap than his neighbor would find a 
path beaten to his door by the world, to include the ne- 
cessity of advertising. He thinks that times have changed 
since Emerson enunciated that truth and that keen compe- 
tition, a larger world and a greater general speed in our 
commercial operations have brought out the necessity of 
advertising to get the pathway beaten to the doors of 
those who build better mousetraps—or breed better Hol- 
steins. 

The meeting was very successful in point of attendance 
over 125 breeders being present. Visitors were noted from 
New England states, Virginia, California, Ohio and a num- 
ber of middle west states and Canada.

I hope that Professor McColl 
others of the great educators in = 
country on nutrition, will be able to 
instil into the minds of the educators 
the necessity of teaching nutrition in 
the schools, and educating the mothers 
to realize that children must eat food 
containing the body-building protein 
When this substance is eaten, it ig 
changed into muscle, blood and other 
tissues of the body. It builds new 
muscle and repairs the old. The rapid 
growth of children makes it necessary 
that they have more protein for their 
size than adults. Mothers cannot se- 
lect, with safety, the body building 
material (protein) from any food for 
their children’s meals, for numerous 
experiments have shown that the pro- 
tein in different foods varies in its 
ability to build the body. A pound of 
protein from corn meal or wheat, for 
instance lacks a great deal of being 
equal to a pound of protein from milk. 

Children grow rapidly if they are 
well, and their food contains the 
growth substances, vitamines, in addi- 
tion to protein, minerals and the fuel 
foods. Vitamines are essential to 
growth and health. Without them chil- 
dren are pale, sickly and stunted. 

When the child’s food does not con- 
tain enough of this vitamine, the child 
stops growing and its health is poor. 
Children cannot be well and happy if 
they do not eat food with enough of 
the fat soluble vitamine. 

The fat of milk is one of the best 
known sources of the vitamine which 
dissolves in fat. While small amounts 
of it are in skim milk, the child needs 
more than skim milk contains. Every 
child should have some whole milk in 
its meals for this reason. Milk also 
contains some of the vitamine which 
dissolves in water. When the dairy 
cow gathers an abundance of the 
vitamines in her food and places them 
in her milk, she is making a most ex- 
cellent food for the young. The vita- 
mine content of milk makes it impor- 
tant that every child have milk in his 
diet.

Too great an imposition will not 
be charged to me should I venture to 
voice an opinion as a dairyman of one 
year’s experience. 

1. A closer, more friendly, and 
deeper considerate existing relation 
ship in the realm of city and rural 
economics relative to finances. 

(a) Educating dairymen as to the 
needs of a better sanitation. 

(b) Breeding of a better strain of 
cattle on the farm as a minor basis for 
credit. 

‘c) The adhering to the principles 
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of Christianity as to the farmer’s be- 
havior relative to his private and pub- 
lic dealings as a major basis for credit. 

(d) Educating the city man _ of 
means or banker in banks in the inter- 
ests of the dairyman using cattle or 
live-stock for security; this will help 
the renter. 

2. Educating the farmer to realize 
three important factors in production. 

(a) Reading and gaining knowl- 
edge from good dairy magazines, farm- 
ers institutes, etc. 

(b) Knowing soil conditions for the 
caising of better crops to reduce mill 
feed bills. 

(c) Using pure bred sires, 
oreeding of their choice. 

(d) The fourth can be timely men- 
tioned; give the boy and girl an in- 
terest in dairy to stabilize the home 
both present and future. 

(3) Better roads for transportation, 
and, thereby bring the city and farm 
closer. 

(4) Good live wires as county 
agents who will be interested to keep 
the farmers closer and loyal to each 
other through organizations and reg- 
ular meetings for discussions. 

This is vital as the farmers, as a 
class, are far behind in this respect. 

Should these few lines prove of in- 
terest, use them, otherwise discard to 
the waste basket.

The Scrub Bull Evil _ 


Editor World:—I have yo 
the 20th inst. cucloving Sete ae 
Yung Bros. in which they say “some 
of our neighborshave their scrub bulls 
running in the pasture lot next to 
our pure bred cows. What would you 
advise us to do in case their bulls get 
into our lot in which our cows are 
kept?” 

It would be impossible for mo to 
lay down any general rule’ which 
would apply in all cases such as you 
refer to. Each particular case must 
necessarily stand upon the circum- 
stances surrounding it and out of 
which it may arise. Different states 
have different laws relating to the 
matter of restraining animals and also 
relating to division fences. Other 
questions arise such as to whether the 
animals are orderly and easily re 
strained or whether they are breachy 
and unruly and whether they are 
known to be such; also whose duty it 
is to maintain the fence through which 
the animal may have broken; also the 
condition of the fence at the time, and 
possibly other circumstances might 
be presented in any given case. I do 
not know of any law which prohibits 
the owner of a grade or scrub bull 
from allowing him to run in pasture. 
It is an old saying that there is no 
wrong without a remedy. If a wrong 
exists and results in injury to another 
without his fault, generally speaking 
damages are recoverable in actions at 
law but no well defined rule can be 
stated that will be applicable to all 
sorts of cases. If every owner of a 
grade or scrub bull would send him to 
the shambles and substitute a pure 
bred sire in his place, millions in ben- 
efits would result and it would go a 
long way toward relief from troubles 
such as your correspondent refers to.

resentative selected, and a well located 
office opened in New York City. Blank 
fprms stating general requirements 
have been placed in breeders hands 
and publicity given to the effort. Re- 
lationship has been established 
through the United State Department 
of Agriculture with agents and repre- 
sentatives of foreign governments. 

Incidentally this work has led up 
to the awakening of great interest in 
Central and South American countries, 
and much inquiry and correspondence 
has taken place as a result of adver- 
tising and wide distribution of print- 
ed matter prepared in the Spanish 
language among interested persons in 
those countries and at important ex- 
hibitions. 

The purposes for which this office 
has been established have been enum- 
erated as follows: 

First: To gather all information 
obtainable on the subject of the 
foreign demand for Registered Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle which it is con- 
fidently expected will arise in the near 
future, not only in the devastated coun- 
tries of Europe, but in many of the 
other agricultural countries in all 
parts of the world, particularly South 
America. Such information will always 
be kept on file in this office and will 
be furnished to members of the Asse- 
ciation upon request. 

Second: To assist members of the 
Association in finding a foregin market 
for their surplus stock. To this end 
members are urged to list with the 
office, on blanks which will be mailed 
to them upon request, all animals 
which they may wish to sell. 

Third: To assist foreign purchasers 
to find sound, healthy stock, free from 
tuberculosis and for sale by members 
of the Association, wherever they may 
be located in the United States. 

Fourth: To bring buyer and seller 
together. 

Fifth: Where foreign buyers can- 
not yisit this country for the purpose 
of inspecting cattle and making pur- 
chases direct from the seller, the office 
will make every effort to put the buy- 
er in touch with reliable persons or cor- 
porations whom it can recommend to 
such buyers to act as their agent. 

The need of accurate information as 
to the exact status of live stock condi- 
tions in Europe since the declaration 
of the armistice is apparent. Already 
various states as well as the United 
States Department of Agriculture, have 
sent commissioners abroad. They will 
seek to determine the facts as to the 
present and probable future demand 
from European countries for American 
animals and live-stock products, and 
promptly make such information pub- 
lic. 

American dairy cattle are to follow 
American soldiers to France. “One 
hundred and four Holstein-Friesian 
cows, forty-two purebreds and sixty-two 
grades, and four purebred bulls are 
to be sent shortly on a _ specially 
equipped transport,” was announced 
by the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
early last April. 

“*Passports’ have been issued to 
Havre, France, and from there the 
cattle will be sent to devastated dis- 
tricts where they will do their bit in 
bringing back health and happiness to 
the children of those regions. The cat- 
tle were purchased by the French high 
commission and at the commission’s 
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request dairy specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture as- 
sisted in selecting the animals. Ef- 
forts were made to collect the animals 
from herds believed to be free from 
contagious diseases, especially tuber- 
culosis.” 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada. 


A very. important change has taken 
place in the relationship of the Cana- 
dian Holstein-Friesian Association 
and the American. 

Mutual relations and _ affiliations 
have been arranged and consummated 
which should prove of benefit to the 
breed. The barriers between us have 
been removed; restrictive fees against 
cattle from the United States have 
been abolished. 

Full recognition of the Canadian 
Herd-Book is now given by the Ameri- 
can Association. 

The terms of recognition of the 
Canadian Herd-Book as agreed upon 
between Secretaries Houghton and 
Clemons are as follows: 

1. All Holstein-Friesian cattle en- 
tering the United States from Canada 
shall be registered in the Holstein- 
Friesian Herd-Book of America and 
all Holstein-Friesian cattle entering 
Canada from the United States shall 
be registered in the Holstein-Friesian 
Herd Book of Canada on the strength 
of the official certificates of registry 
from the country of origin without the 
registration of ancestors. 

2. Each animal from the United 
States shall be accompanied by the 
American certificate of registry, the 
American certificate of transfer to the 
Canadian buyer and a Canadian appli- 
cation for registry blank showing the 
color markings, name and number of 
the animal, name and number of the 
sire and dam, name of breeder’ and 
signature of the Canadian importer as 
owner. 

Each animal from Canada shall be 
accompanied by the Canadian certifi- 
cate of registry, the Canadian certifi- 
cate of transfer to the American buyer 
and an American application for reg- 
istry blank showing the color mark- 
ings, name and number of the animal, 
name and number of the sire and dam, 
name of breeder and signature of the 
American importer as owner. 

The signature of the breeder and 
the certificate of service of the dam 
shall not be required in either case. 

3. Both the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America and The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada shall 
charge their regular registration fees 
for the registration of such imported 
animals. 

4. In consideration of recognition by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America of the certificates of registry 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada the Canadian Association shall 
reduce the fee for import certificate 
required by the Canadian Customs De- 
partment to a nominal sum. 

5. The Secretary of each Associa- 
tion shall furnish free of charge to the 
Secretary of the other Association 
such progeny records, transfer records 
and other information as may be re- 
quired for completion of office files. 

6. The final adoption of this basis of 
agreement shall be contingent upon its 
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ratification by the 
each Association.

Registration. 


The number of pedigrees possible to 
record in any given year is of course 
determined by the number of breeding 
females, which latter we unfortunately 
do not yet know. It is of interest, how. 
ever, to recall that the total number 
imported to this country from Holland 
was but 7752 and from them have 
sprung all the purebred Holsteins in 
the United States and Canada as well 
and those exported to Australia, South 
Africa, New Zealand, Mexico, Central 
America, Japan and elsewhere. 

The Canadian total of registration 
has now reached 100,725 while that of 
our own Herd-Book is 783,427. Our 
record for 1918 was 88,276 bulls and 
cows. The current year shows 90,887 
with about 25,000 applications yet to 
be entered upon the records. 

The Canadian Herd-Book registra- 
tions reached 13,046 for the year end- 
ing in February and a grand total of 
100,725. 

Our transfer record is always a mat- 
ter of supreme interest. It indicates 
prosperity and the state of the de- 
mand. If it falls below the number of 
pedigrees recorded it indicates or is 
coincident with a fall in prices of our 
cattle. In 1918 there were 92,465 trans- 
fers recorded which was 104.7 per cent 
of the number of pedigrees recorded. 
The current year shows a total of 97,- 
392 transfers in the proportion ofabout 
two females to a male. This is 51.72 
per cent of the pedigrees recorded or 
received for record. 

Thus the outlook for the future is a 
most rosy one. Should Europe demand 
of us sufficient to replace her breeding 
stock in but a small percentage, it is 
obvious that values of our cattle must 
still further advance. Again, there is 
evidence that a demand is coming from 
South American countries, not to men- 
tion the great awakening in our South- 
ern States, which promises to greatly 
develop dairying. The field at home 
and abroad is rapidly expanding and 
there will be a competitive demand for 
every purebred raised. 


Advanced Registry. 


Some important changes in the rules 
for A. R. O. work have taken place dur- 
ing the year. Perhaps the most impor- 
tant one is that relating to the long- 
time semi-official tests which have now 
been placed on an equality with the 
shorter period tests. The amendment 
dispenses with the requirement of & 
previous A. R. O. record before any 
recognition could be given to a long- 
time semi-official test. This is a step 
forward in the encouragement of year- 
ly records, in which the Holstein has 
already made great strides.

A GUERNSEY BREEDER OBJECTS 


It seems that the St. Paul Farmers’ 
Dispatch has been conducting a dairy 
cow debate, in which the various far- 
mers and dairymen speak in defence 
of their favorite breeds. We note that 
one Guernsey breeder, who signs his 
name “W. B. of Ladysmith, Wis.” 
waxes wroth at the claims of Hol- 
stein breeders. He says, “stop quoting 
the records of famous Holsteins of the 
county and tell what your own cows 
are doing in the way of milk produc- 
tion.” He goes on to give his own 
experience, “We purchased a 15-16ths 
Guernsey cow in Pennsylvania. This 
cow stood in a single boarded barn 
with half-inch cracks in it all winter, 
and received a bale of hay and four- 
teen pails of ice-cold water each week, 
yet she gave four quarts a day six 
months after she was fresh. In the 
summer she gave a twelve quart pail 
of milk.” 

It is our own opinion that a man who 
would keep his cows in an open shed 
of the type described by Mr. W.B., with 
no feed except hay and ice water, does 
not deserve to own a Holstein cow. 
Perhaps if Mr. W. B. would take the 
trouble to stop up some of the holes in 
his barn and should spend a little of his 
surplus funds on feed for his cows, 
even a Guernsey cow might be made 
to give over eight Ibs. milk a day. We 
do not, as W. B. suggests in the course 
of his remarks, want cows that have 
to sleep in a bed, but we do believe 
that by giving our Holsteins decent 
care and treating them as 4 real cow 
should be treated, we can get mighty 
good results from our dairy; at least 
we are satisfied.

A WAY TO KILL WEEDS 








Why Not In Our Gardens? 


Weeds are the greatest enemies of 
the sugar planter. One planter recent- 
ly discovered that the sugar cane had 
been provided with all the weapons re. 
quired for a successful struggle with 
weeds. The little cane shoot that 
forces its way out of the ground is as 
sharp-pointed as a skewer; the aver. 
age weed is flabby in comparison. 
Why shouldn’t the cane shoot pierce 
its way to freedom through a covering 
that the weeds cannot penetrate? So 
this planter now covers his fields with 
strips of paper which have been soak- 
ed with asphalt to make them weather 
resistant and easy to handle without 
tearing. One by one the little cane 
shoots stab their way through the pa- 
per. The weaker shoots belly out the 
paper. Thus they give evidence of 
their struggle upward. The bellies are 
slit open to help the shoots toward 
the light. 

The weeds simply fight in an anae 
mic way. They wither and die. But 
paper is not cheap in Hawaii, where 
this planter lived. So, like every other 
sugar planter, he accumulated large 
quantities of bagasse, the fiber left 
after the sugar has been pressed out 
of the cane. Why not use this bagasse 
to make a paper? He got a chemist 
and now the planter has a mill in 
which he makes a bagasse paper 80 
cheaply that he can smother weeds at 


a bargain price.

tions, the use of better sires, keeping 
of records, etc., on the part of the pro- 
ducer. In short, the plan of the local 
association is to put dairying on a bus- 
iness basis in the county. The men- 
bers have pledged themselves to have 
their herds tuberculin tested and many 
have agreed to keep records. 

Good dairy feeds are also receiving 
attention. Altho the acreage of soy- 
beans was greatly increased last year 
the farmers are making many inguir- 
ies this year and the indications are 
that the average of last year will be 
doubled. Clover is being sown on 
practically all the land that was limed 
last season and it is anticipated that 
the clover will show up much better 
on the limed-land than on the unlimed 
land as nearly all soil was acid.
